Vocational  Education  constitutes  one  of  the  most  effective  devices 
of  teaching  through  participating  experiences.  The  industrial  arts 
departments,  headed  by  Mr.  Neil,  employs  particular  experience  for 
education  in  mechanical  fields. 

Vocational  Agriculture  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  McGhee  and 
in  cooperation  with  the  FFA  Organization  sparks  educational  in¬ 
terest  designed  to  develop  agricultural  leadership,  scholarship,  and 
thrift.  Both  these  departments  often  depend  on  skills  only  taught 
in  the  art  of  drawing  mechanically.  This  separate  department  under 
the  guidance  of  Mr.  Tyack  performs  its  own  special  task  in  introduc¬ 
ing  young  men  to  the  skill  of  Mechanical  Drawing. 

Increasing  ones  depth  in  education  through  training  both  mind  and 
hand  in  skilled  labor,  better  prepares  today’s  youth  for  the  challenge 
of  tomorrow’s  world.

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The  Science  Department 


The  sum  total  of  all  man’s  knowledge  has  doubled  in  the  past 
100  years.  Much  of  the  advance  has  been  in  the  field  of  science. 
High  schools  throughout  the  United  States  have  endeavored 
to  supply  those  courses  necessary  to  qualify  young  people  to 
continue  this  progress.  To  take  care  of  this  demand  James 
River  High  School  offers  an  extremely  qualified  science  depart¬ 
ment. 

General  Science,  introduced  by  Mrs.  Paine  and  Mr.  Shotwell, 
provides  a  basic  background  in  various  areas  of  science.  Gen¬ 
eral  Biology  is  the  next  step  in  the  scientific  ladder,  followed 
by  Advanced  Biology,  taught  by  Mr.  Taylor.  Human  anatomy 
and  physiology  are  studied  in  comparison  to  the  body  of 
T.H.E.  cat  in  this  class.  H2SO4,  Howard’s  explosive  general 
chemistry  class  combines  laboratory  and  class  work  in  areas 
of  inorganic,  descriptive,  organic,  analytical  chemistry. 

The  knowledge  secured  from  the  study  of  these  courses 
gives  depth  and  perspective  to  the  lives  of  the  participants.

The  mathematics  department  of  James  River  has  a  two 
fold  purpose— preparing  students  for  college  work  and  meet¬ 
ing  needs  of  other  students  through  practical  math  courses. 
As  college  preparatory  courses,  James  River  offers  Algebra  I, 
Geometry,  Algebra  II,  and  Trigonometry  and  Advanced 
Algebra.  Other  courses  offered  are  Eighth  Grade  Math  and 
Practical  Math.  Students  taking  these  courses  are  directed 
through  the  jungle  of  equations,  rational  and  irrational 
numbers,  imaginarynumbers,  and  radicals  by  a  group  of 
capable,  dedicated  teachers.  The  department  headed  by 
Mr.  Johnston  includes  Mr.  Howard,  Mrs.  Hedgebeth,  Mr. 
Tyack,  and  Miss  Finch.  The  success  of  graduates  of  James 
River  in  various  fields  of  mathematics  give  credit  to  these 
teachers  as  well  in  themselves. 
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History
